Well, actually, I may owe you an apology, as some individual at 
RS may actually have said this, but I can almost certainly say it wouldn't 
be backed up by corporate. 


First off, if I'm not mistaken, there is no way the case is sealed. 


Secondly, just opening the case does NOT invalidate a warrantee, even 
if it IS sealed. 


Even in the days of the TRS-80s with the torque-sealed screws and the 
‘anti tamper label' (want a drawer of them?), opening the case did NOT 
invalidate your warrantee. 


What evidence of opening the case DID do is let the tech who works 

on it remove your unit from the 'I know it's factory condition' to a 'I 
have 

no idea what it is' condition. Even back in the days of the original 
TRS-80 

it would NOT invalidate your warrantee. It just made it ‘repairable’ 
instead of 'board swap' and there was evidence that there was tampering 

or modifications that would either prohibit a board swap or even interfere 
with the required repair. If out of warrantee it was ‘time plus parts' 
instead of the 'flat rate swap'. In fact, doing the ‘time plus parts' was 
actually cheaper in most cases, but that's another story. 


Yes, if you booger up a screw by opening it with a Swiss Army knife 
canopener blade instead of the proper Phillips the tech IS going to spend 
time and may even decide what is warrantee and what isn't, but there 
STILL is no ‘automatic void' of warrantee by opening the case. 


Now, that does NOT mean a tech who sees a radio and works on it 

for something that is commonly a ‘tamper item' doesn't leave ‘'telltales' 
that he documents on his shop copy of the repair slip to tell if you were 
‘in there' after a repair. I know of one case where a customer kept 
burning up a hi-fi amp. Seems he read some article about adjusting 

bias and was doing it wrong and the finals would trash out. So all the 
screws that held down the heat sink assembly were 'dotted' with a punch 
to mark them and then documented as to their ‘clock position'. When 

the unit came back for the 4th time as a 're-do', the tech wouldn't even 
open the top cover until there were multiple witnesses present. 


Yes, ‘radio gear' probably gets a lot of tampering by customers. Probably 
more than even computers. But it's a dangerous position for RS to be in 
if one of their 'spokesmen' starts making blanket statements like that. 
Probably won't stay in a position of 'spokesman' very long!

Scott - Laying the twinlead on the ground will cause a lot of loss. Lots and 
lots when the ground is wet. Don't do it. 


You can elevate the twin lead off the ground with sections of PVC pipe with 
Tees on one end. Run the twin lead through the tees.Stick the other end in 
the ground. The PVC should be about a foot tall. 


A 1:1 balun and a section of coax should do fine. If the SWR on the coax is 
high, the losses will be large if the run is long. 10 ft is a good rule of 
thumb. You can go longer with RG-213 or equivalent. 


1:1 baluns can be easily made. The handbook gives directions for coiled coax 
baluns. These are quick and effective, but performance from band to band. 
The bead chokes are also effective, but have higher losses than some other 
forms of baluns. At QRP levels this additional loss is not important. Chris 
Trask's suggestion of using -61 binocolur core material is a good one. Zack 
Lau, W1VT, has suggested 12 turns of RG-58 on an FT-140-43 core. That will 
also be effective. 


A 44 £t dipole might be a better choice for 40 M - 10 M operation. It will 
have the main lobe perpendicular to the antenna at all frequencies between 
40 and 10, and will not have much less efficiency than a full size 40 M 
dipole. This can be fed with a feeder length of 22 ftx(velovity factor of 
the twin lead) to get a low resistive load on the conventional bands: 40, 
20, 15, and 10 M.

OK, so over the past 20 years, I've run ancient Argonauts, HW7 and 8's, MFJ 
rigs, OHR rigs, an anemic Yaesu 101, and now a TS 50 and QRP+ all at 5 w or 
less.

What a blast to see these once dead components, 
soldered to a mosaic of copper bits glued together, now come to life once 
again, and play the sweet music of CW to my ears. 


Tomorrow...the transmitter. An oscillator/buffer/final scheme stolen right 
out of the CB and dropped to 80 meters. More film can coils. More little 
copper chips. Maybe by the end of the weekend I will be able to achieve my 
dream of having a QSO on an entirely home brew, scratch built rig. A bunch 
of parts that ought to be in a land fill by now. 100 happy milliwatts if I'm 
lucky. Just one contact, and I will be happy. 


In my book, this is what it is all about. Not the shiny new rigs that cost 
more than a used car. I hope somebody out there understand this particular 
brand of mental illness.

Karl - I think that a 37 core (3/8 inch ID) is probably too small for a good 
balun, even at QRP. A toroid with an inch or so ID is probably a better 
choice. The ferrite -61 core material suggested by Chris is probably a 
better choice than -2 powdered iron material. 


Your statement: 


"Well, if there is a 10:1 SWR on the 300 ohm ribbon, there will 
be a 10:1 SWR on the coax too." 


is incorrect, at least in general terms. Consider the 300 Ohm twin lead 
transmission line terminated in a 50 Ohm resistor. The SWR will be 6:1.

Sure, glad to. Leakage inductance is generally a parasitic reactance 
that is caused by having magnetic flux in the air rather than in the 
magnetic material, hence the term "leakage". This is caused in a number of 
ways, and with toroids it is primarily due to the fact that you cannot get 
all of the wire pressed up to the core, that there is actually a small air 
gap between the wire and the core, primarily along the sides. This accounts 
for most of the variation you will see when making toroidal inductors, with 
the variation of the permability being another cause. It is also a source 
of additional losses. 


The result of this leakage flux and the additional losses is that the 
inductor will have a lower Q. For a transformer, the coupling coefficient 
will be slightly less. 


The leakage flux is not a total disaster. It can actually be used as 
the inductor in a 3-pole lowpass filter section. In the article I wrote for 
Applied Microwave and Wireless a couple of years ago, I outlined a method 
for measuring the parasitic inductances and capacitances and then 
determining the capacitors required to make the best use of the parasitics 
and extend the usable frequency range. For low impedance applications, the 
leakage inductance and the extra losses can ruin a wideband transformer 
design, and things get a bit demanding. 


The leakage flux can be minimized in wideband transformers by keeping 
the wire deeper in the magnetic field, such as using balun cores or pot 
cores. The techique that you mentioned being used by W1JR is known as a 
regressive winding, and it does a lot to reduce the leakage flux problem. 


There was a small article in the 18 Sep 1976 issue of Electronic Design by 
T.A.0. Gross on this technique, as well as two US patents: #3,449,703 and 
#3,806,798, the latter of which is an application. There was something else 
that I saw recently that talked about reducing leakage flux, but I don't 
recall where. Using balun cores is quite a bit easier. 


Toroids also seem to have a coupling resonance that is associated with 
the toroid size, which shows up when making wideband transformers. I 
noticed it when first making lossless feedback amplifiers many years ago, 
and later noticed the same thing in the performance data in Jerry Sevick's 
books on transmission line transformers. Because of all that, I won't use 
toroids for transformers, only inductors.

QSL Managers 


So, what is a QSL Manager? It sounds like one of those 
middle-management positions that should be eliminated 
in these days of rampant corporate downsizing. It isn't! 


As we know, the QSL Bureaus are great, but because of 

the method by which they work they can become slow, 
especially for the impatient. Another common practice is 
the designation of a QSL Manager to handle QSLing tasks 
for a particular station or particular stations. 


How does it work? Well as an example, assume that a 

group of hams travel to a rare and exotic, mostly submerged 

(at high tide), guano-covered, protruding (at low tide) geologic 
anomaly in the middle of the Pacific Ocean. They risk life and 
limb, their boat sinks, and they swim to "land" with radios in 
tow to erect scaffolding. They make Billions and Billions of 
contacts and suffer the slings and arrows of complaints about 
their choice of operating frequencies during critical band 
openings. 


I think you will agree that these guys have suffered enough. 
Do they, now, have to go back to civilization and personally 
respond to each QSL card? The answer is no and it is A Good 
Thing because some of the weaker individuals may decide 

to never return. 


What they do do (doo doo?)... is appoint a QSL Manager who 
will receive all QSL cards and reply to them as appropriate, 
assuming they are actually in the log book. The group may, 


for example, assign as their manager AA1AAA. Now, it is 
expected that everybody will send their QSLs along with 
self addressed envelopes (SAEs) and postage expenses 
(stamps, IRCs, Green Stamps, etc) to AA1AAA who is listed 
in various callsign databases like QRZ.com, for example. 


There are other conditions under which someone may appoint 

a QSL manager, but it works the same. By the way, it might not 

be such a bad idea to put a little something extra in the envelope 
for the manager for best service (wink wink). 


I have heard anecdotes of personal feuds and vendettas extending 
into the QSLing arena. Imagine, if you will, that you have offended 
the manager in a past life and she, sensing the bad karma, "loses" 
your repeated requests for a QSL. What comes ‘round, goes ‘round!

During the holidays, I found time to build up my Ft. Smith SideKick kit. 


Upon putting down the soldering iron, she initially no wanna work. Power 
distribution tests were good but I couldn't find the signal from either 
my Autek analyzer or my Ft. Smith VE6DNL signal generator. 


After digging in, I came up with a solder bridge here, an unconnected IC 
pin 

there, and lastly, an intermittent connection on one of the pins of the 
audio 

amp IC. After clearing up all those, I have a hot little receiver with an 
enormous amount of audio to the phones. It came up at 7.050 at the bottom 
of 

the pot. Used a 22 pF for C7 and left it tuning from 7.015 to about 7.053. 
I haven't noted the microphonics some builders have mentioned. Perhaps I'll 


tap around with a pencil eraser and see what happens. I have been applying 
a few coats of clear nail polish to the VFO coil in an attempt to "nail it 
down" (ha ha) and stabilize things. 


I did have a heck of a time getting Manhattan pads to stay put with the 
Crazy Glue on this project. This could have something to do with the fact 
that I was working in an unheated garage (temps in the 30s, generally). But 
I figure once a pad has two or more leads soldered to it, it ain't going 
anywhere whether it's glued down or not. 


It's still a naked board on the bench with pots, etc. flopping around... 
next is to figure out an enclosure. After that, maybe I'll finally build 
that Tuna Tin 2 kit I've had for about three years. :-) 


My thanks to the Ft. Smith Club, Jay Bromley, Dave Benson, Doug Hendricks 
and anyone else associated with getting this project out to us QRPers in 
search of rosin smoke-fueled euphoria. It's been a fun one.

Hi R/M fans! 


I'm about order the boards for the new Rock Mite Audio Filter. I decided to 
go with two stages of band pass filtering, centered on 700 Hz. You have the 
option of adding a switch to select one or both filters, depending on how 
much selectivity you need at the time. The filters are followed by a LM386 
audio amp, so you won't have any trouble driving any kind of headphones, or 
even a small speaker. There is also a direct, low passed input to the LM386 
to inject side tone into, so you can have volume independant side tone 
level. This filter will run on 6 to 14 volts. 


Because of the added gain the LM386 provides, I'll include two resistors 
for reducing the gain of the audio pre amp on the R/M board. You will 
probably want to add a volume control too, which is not included. A small, 
.2" square trimmer can be mounted to the board for volume, if a full sized 
control isn't practical to mount in your enclosure. 


The board is roughly half the size of the R/M and has two mounting holes 
which line up with the mounting holes on the end of the R/M. All surface 
mount parts are used, so the filter has very low profile. 


The kit will cost $12.00 post paid. We should start shipping by the end of 
January, maybe a bit sooner. Here's my address, so I don't have to keep 
repeating it :-)

Denny, I had a couple of thoughts. First of all, how much line noise to do 
you have? Verticals are highly susceptible to picking up electrical noise 
from around the neighborhood. 


I have an R5 and an HF2V. I will admit that on ten meters (and that band 
only) I can copy signals Q5 on the HF2V that I can barely tell are there on 
the R5. There have been Dxpeditions out in the pacific that I cant copy on 
the R5 that will come right back to me in a pileup using that antenna. I 
have to switch to the other vertical to get my report. 


So take care of the local noise first. You might try winding an rf choke in 
your coax near the antenna to help eliminate electrical noise from your 
house that is running down the shield of your coax. Clear up any noise in 
the shack. Try shutting off the computer to see if it makes a differnece, 
especially the monitor. 


You might try putting up a loop antenna of one kind or another. They are 
reportedly much quieter antennas than the vertical and will also provide 
some gain on transmit, at least on some bands. 


One last thought. When you call CQ and get these answers are they on or near 
the qrp frequencies? It may be that you are having trouble copying these 
Signals because all of the stations that are WILLING to answer a qrp call 
are other qrp stations. You may be better off going down the band and 
answering someone that is stronger, although during the fox hunts I was 


amazed at the number of true S9 signals were coming from those running 1 or 
2 watts. 


All three of my antennas are verticals. Good luck.

The Grebennnikov paper is using a different load - it calls the design a 
‘parallel-circuit class E power amplifier’. 


In the Sokal paper, the inductor between drain and power supply is an RF 
choke, with relatively high impedance at the fundamental frequency. In the 
Grebennikov paper the inductor is part of the parallel load and is computed 
from equation (17) in the paper. I would guess that the two load networks 
can be transformed into each other (haven't checked this).

I find that I can tell 
pretty much what the band is doing by getting on at 0130 and chasing 
the Truffle and seeing who he is working. Then we know that the band 
will start going longer after about 0230 and come back again around 
0330. Seems to happen that way here most of the time. Last night Tom 
was loudspeaker copy at 0350 and begging for calls. 


Also, I found that I was using four different antennas at various 
times last evening to maximize the Fox signal. Tom fell to the 
East/West 20-meter EDZ while the 80-meter full-wave loop snared Dan. 
But at other times, the Butternut HF-9V vertical was stronger than 
either. Propagation was highly variable last evening, especially after 
0300. Can't have too many antennas for Fox Hunting! <:}
